ïh'roufh a referendum, which 
has been mailed to every member 
of the MeGill Student Veterans* 
Society, the executive hope to fully 
agcertiln the view* of the members 
on tije policy to be adopted with 
regard to educational grants at the 
National Conference of Student 
\Veterani. 

"There is certain doubt |îs to the 
line of policy which should be press- 
ed . (and) ... the circulation 
of this referendum will obtain a 
fairer and more representative idea 
• . . on such contentious matters 
at thé raising of maintenance 
grants," states the letter which ac- 
companies the referendum. 
■ MONTHLY INCREASE 

Regarding the increase of month- 
ly maintenance grants, the veter- 
ans are aslced their opinions as to 
whether; thejdelcgalei should sup- 
port a résolution asicing for an in- 
crease in grants of $20 for single 
veU and $40 for married students; 
or whether they request a revision 
of the present system on a "sliding 
scale"; or whether they discontinue 
the campaign for ta. revision of 
grants and concentrate their atten- 
tion on giving individual assistance 
through loans, etc. 

Veterans -are also aslced to indi- 
cat« their opinions as to whether 
the views expressed on commuter's 
allowances, pensions,:^wive's earned 
incomes, boolc allowances, loans, 
and employment, etc, should be 
pressed. 

HOUSING 

The last question on the referen- 
dum asl(s veti' opinion as to wheth- 
•r delegates should support a .low- 
rental housing plan and preu a 
government priority system on 
building materials for veterans' 
homes. . 

Membcn of the Society are urg- 
ed by executive to return this re- 
ferendum as quiclcly as possible in 
the enclosed envelope, already 
atamped and addressed, to the So- 
ciety. Tha executive will announce 
the results, which will be binding 
M tiie delegstes. Any member not 
(eeelving a copy by Tuesday night 
should telephone AUstair Fraser at 
n 2297. " 

The executive believes members 
are rapidly tiring ot.general ineet- 
ingi and' consideration 'should be 
given those with previous commit- 
ments or conflicting lectures, who 
find it Impossible to attend meet- 
bigs.

Resolution Refutes Attack 
By U. of T. Student Vets 



A CP. release on Friday. De'cem- 
ber 13, quoted two University of 
Toronto veteran students as charg- 
ing that the National Conference 
of Student Veterans is Conunimist 
dominated and .that;; neither the 
University of British Columbia nor 
Dalhousle University are sending 
delegates to the Conference. This 
attack on the N.C.S.V. has been 
disproved and said to be an attempt 
to bring disunity among student 
vets. The Dally prints the following 
reply to the Toronto release. 

At a meeting held today in the 
McGill Union the Organizing Com- 
mittee of the National Conference 
of Student Veterans passed a re- 
solution refuting thé falsehoods 
made In a CP press release issued 
in the name of two University of 
Toronto student veterans under a 
Toronto dateline Friday (13 Dec.). 

The Committee wishes to make 
it clear that the University of 
British Columbia has written to 
the President of N.C.S.V. that they 
are sending delegates to the Na- 
tional . Conferenct. Oalhousie Uni- 



versity, Halifax, is not only send- 
ing delegates, but they' were the 
first University to selecMh^Ir dele- 
gates for the National Conference. 

Further the group went on re- 
cord as stating that the N.C.S.V. is 
a non-partisan organization; ' that 
the statement from Toronto is un- 
authorized and unofficial; and 
"that the N.C.S.V. has never en- 
tertaincd and nev.er will entertain 
pressure brought to bear by any* 
political group." 

The original release from Toron- 
to, quoted John Wallace and Jack 
Ord, who charged "cK-servlce stu- 
dents across Canada. were rprotest- 
ing 'Communist domination'' of 
their official organization the Na- 
tional Conference of Student Veter- 
ans and that the University of 
British Columbia had withdrawn 
from the organization on that ^ac- 
count and Dalhousl^ University had 
refused to consider entrance." 



met to split the meeting and create 
disunity amongst student veterans.. 

During the discussion on the 
resolution, Clare Deane, President 
of the Sir George Williams' Student 
Veterans' Socièty, pointed out "At 
no time since I became interested 
in and accepted official positions, 
on a local and national basis cover- 
ing a period of two years, have I 
seen any specific political pressure 
brought to bear in the National 
Conference of Student Veterans." 

The National Conference came 
into' ' being last year, during the 
Christmas vacation, when dele- 
gales from 26 educational institu- 
tions met in Montreal, and Its pur- 
pose Is to aid student veterans in 
re-establishing themselves and se- 
curing the best results from the 
educational plans of the govern- 
ment.

Secretary-General of PICAO 
At International Relations Club 



For its first generalmeetlng since 

the election of the new executive, 
the International Relations Club 
announces that it has been signally 
fortunate in securing as speaker 
Dr. Roper, Secretary-General of 
the Provisional International Civil 
Aviation Organization (PICAO) 
which has its headquarters here in 
Montreal. Dr. Roper has held his 
post since establishing of the In- 
ternational Air Convention at Chi- 
cago, which superseded the Paris 
Convention of 19201 

He Is also Secretary-General ol 
ICAN (International Commission 
on Aeronautical Navigation); a po- 
sition to which he was appointed 
by world agreement upon the 
Commission's establishment follow- 
ing the previous war. This inter- 
national agency throughout, the 
years between the wars gave proof 
of the nations' ability to co-operate 
on essential affair^. 

Dr. Roper is a Frenchman, proud 
of his Breton htritage, which he 



feels establishes a close bond be- 
tween himself and Canada, since 
so many of our country's pioneers 
hailed from that province of 
France. A pilot during the First 
World War, he won many decora- 
tions from both his own and Allied 
countries. After the war he took 
his law degree from Pari; Univer- 
sity, specializing in Aviation Law. 
He subsequently joined the French 
Foreign Office. From the Qua! 
D'Orsay he proceeded to his post 
as chief of the first International 
civil aviation authority set up by 
the nations. ■ 

Specially Invited guests who are 
expected to l>e present to hear Dr. 
Roper are numerous faculty mem- 
bers including Professor Scott 
(Constitutional Law) Professor 
Cohen (International Law). Pro- 
fessor Kimble (Geography) and 
outstanding - personalities in the 
aviation field. Among the latter 
will be Air Chief Marshal Sir 
Frederick Bowhill, and Mr. George 
Ponsford. Director of Air Services 
for the Pravincel^C^OntBrio.

Bank presidents in tlieir annual reports to 
eliAréholdèrs traditionally sound very cheerful 
notée concerning the future prosperity of thçir. 
institutions, announce the appointment of new 
directors and conclude by optimistically predict- 
ing that economic progress will continue well into 
the future. The report is duly published either 
as a news story or as a paid adverlisèment'jon 
the financial pages of Cahàdà's leading news- 
papers, is scanned briefly by the general public 
and then promptly forgotten by all but a vei^' 
few. 

Yet one portion of Ù\e presidential address 
made last week by the head of one of Cnnada's 
leading banks is well worth commenting upon. 
In this particular Section, he stated:- "The stèal- 
thy poisonous pUgué of Communism has fallen 
on many locolities throughout Canada. . . . There 
are many who attribute the spread of Commun- 
ism in our country to educational institutions, 
proof of his argument, thé speaker had previous- 
both in the primary and the higher field." As 
ly pointed out that twenty of the twentyseven 
persons named in the Report of the Royal Com- 
mission appointed to investigate espionage activi- 
ties were from Eastern Canadian Universities. 

As the Ottawa Citizen pointed out in its lead 
editorial of last Friday, the implication and con- 
clusion contained in the address is absurd and 
it further asked, "... Even if there was some 
ground for it, would the president . . . wish to 
imitate the dead dict«tor8\'of^£tiro(ie Vnd'instal 
a censorship of political opinion in biir' univer- 
sities and schools?" 

To deny that some undergraduates arc believ- 
ers in the doctrines of Communism would be 
just as foolish as attempting to attribute thè 
■ spread of these doctrines to the universities. A 
university has traditionally been a place where 
argument and discussion on all issues could tàkè 
place on an intellectual plane ffèe from all emo- 
tional bias. As the Gitisen, a paper no one can 
claim be a supporter of Communist beliefs, 
further pointed out, "If ... a few youthful, seal- 
ous minds see in Communism or any other "ism" 
a sovereign remedy for the world's ills, no great 
harm is done. If young men and women Jid not 
revolt occasionally and warm to politicafphilos- 
ophies which older ijnd wiser heads beliève to be 
unworkable, the world would bè a Dead Sea of 
stagnation. As it is, young pèople grow old all 
too quickly and then they become conservative- 
like bankers." 

Freedom of thought and belief is a principle 
which McGill students practically unanimously 
supported at a gathering lait week, made up of 
undergraduates of all shades of political opinion. 
If advocates of a certain line of, rèasoning at- 
tempt to propagate their tenets within the legal 
and constitutional framework of our society they 
must at all times be tolerated and opposed only 
by metho(jB which also are within this same 
framework. Once they step outaidè of this limit

Dear Sir— Attendance at Thurs- 
day's Student Society meeting 
should demonstrate once and for 
all to the eager few who sponsor 
ed it, thf attitude of pacific-mind- 
ed tolerant people towards such 
issues as raised by the recent re- 
vocation of a liquor license by 
Quebec's, attorney-general. Though 
the meeting had received fair pub 
llclty, and ita - purpose was well 
knoWn, only four hundred and 
fifty, atudents attended. Obviously 
many atudents stayed away who 
were not interested in and felt no 
neccHlty for the anti-Duplessls 
protest This is a hard fact which 
the rabble-rousing sponsors of the 
protest might as well face and 
swallow. 

At the opening of the meeting 
attending students were subjected 
to busy harangues by drafters of 
the protest These speakers drag 
ged In all the old stuff aoout civil 
liberties being threatened, shadow 
of dictatorship etc;, etc. I will now 
risk being accused of hitting below 
the beÙ, and ask those fervent ex 
postulators of the democratic 
ideology where they were during 
the past six years when democracy 
was really being threatened. 

All the speakers reiterated their 
dislike of the methods of the re 
ligious sect which they claim is be 
Ing perKecuted. This sect was ex 
tremely disloyal during the war to 
this country which now gives them 
more freedom of. apeecfai and action 
than they could get anywhere else 
in the world. Yet when a strong 
courageous step is taken to curb 
this viper we nurse in our bosoms, 
vehement protests issue from those 
who disclaim all sympathy wlUi 
the sect and mouth much about 
civil libeHies. 

In all democratic countries fran- 
chises and licences of all kinds arc 
never given or sold outright to in- 
dlvaduals. Consider street-car fran- 
chises,, timber rights in. certain 
areas, or liquor licences. These 
constitute concessions to individ- 
uals giving them control of com- 
modities; the real control of which 
must remain in the hands of the 
«ovemmejit, that is the people. 
Henjju|eyidencè of the fundamen- 
tal efficacy of democracy, exists an 
inborn weapon' with which demo- 
cracy can combat subversive ele- 
ments nurtured within itself. But it 
takes a lot of courage for*one man, 
as representative pf the people, to 
employ this weapon. We should be 
thankful that the 'attorney-general 
of Quebec had the courage to em- 
ploy the one , means within his 
power to combat .an element which 
even those who protest acknow- 
ledge Is a nuisance, an element 
which has proved Itself . disloyal 
and a menace to this coiintiy. ^

Dear Sir,— Thursday's Shidenls' 
Society meeting clearl/ showed the 
mistake made last year. when, un- 
der a wave of hysteria, the society 
passed an amendment' to the. con- 
stitution requiring a quorum of 500 
students to make a meeting official. 

Despite the fact that, this meeting 
was given the fullest publicity by 
the Daily, and the petitions cir- 
culated around the campus (over 
1,200 sicnlng), this Important Issue 
couldn't get out more than 450 



students. Even } last . year's ' vital 
meetings concerning the constitu- 
tional amendments never attracted 
even close to 500 studenls. 

It thus appears that we will never 
be able to get a quorum, no matter 
how prominent is rthe^imie to be 
discussed; and thus" McGill students 
wlll.never be able. to offldaUy ex- 
press their opinions. Furthermore, 
it is obvious that from now on tKe 
student enrollment at ' McGill .will 
be on the decline, making it still 
more improbable that any. meeting 
win achieve a quorum. 

There is only, one conclusion and 
that is that the quorum must be 
reduced to eay 300, The student 
groups that led the fight to get the 
500 quorum also were very pro- 
minent in Thursday'^ meeting— 
surely they now realize the folly 
of their actions last year, and I 
presume they are big enough to 
admit their mistake and try to cor- 
rect it 

. . Are we students now attending 
this Royal Institution tor the Ad- 
vancement of learning willing to 
become the curse of future stu- 
dents for passing a SOO quorum -and 
thus preventing them from holding 
any official student assemblies? 
Remember we all are to blame. 

There are two ways to rerhedy 
this situation. First, we can try to 
get the Senate to veto last year's 
amdenment (they have vetoed atud- 
ent decisions before, so it wonit siet 
any dangerous prNedént) or 
secondly we can make a supreme 
effort to get 500 atudenta out to a 
meeting • to : change ' the qporum. I 
think, Mr. Editor, that it- is the 
Students' Council's duty to lead the 
campus in correcting an obvious 
mistake.

Excellent Performance 
Of String Qaarlet 

Continuing their presentation of 
the twelve Concertos by Handel 
and four Suites by Bach, the Mont- 
real Festivals again presented a 
group of string players directed 
by Alexander Brott last Friday 
evening at the Hermitage. On this 
occasion, the fourth, . fifth . and 
sixth concertos and the second 
suite were performed. 

In the concertos, which arc 
masterpieces of classical design and 
beauty, there is string writing that 
has perhaps not been excelled to 
this day. The fourth, which is one 
of the least interesting, opened the 
program^ahd although the general 
performance was good, - especially 
in the first and ilnal movements, 
the solo players seemed somewhat 
hesitant. This was soon overcome 
in the rich orchestral color of the 
filth, which was given a meticulous 
performance. Extremely well ex- 
ecuted were the opening Larghetto 
and. the closing Allegro with it's 
curious:,:^theme^n • tremolando 
strings: ''Thlîieltér movement caught 
the fancy of the audience and had 
to be repeated. Musically more 
satisfying, the sixth concerto re- 
vealed all of Handel's freshness 
and spontaneity. 

The aU-importanl solo parts 
were played by Lionel Renaud and 
Mildred Goodman Marcus, violins 
and Lotte Brott, cello, with John 
Newmark supplying the piano con- 
ttnup. 

Bach's second Suite, written for 
solo flutè and strings is one of the 
most popular of the set Opening 
with a grave Overture, with a 
brisk fugue for a middle section, 
the Suite moves on to a gay and 
colorful Rondo which was played 
exceptionally well. After a . re- 
strained Sarabande, the move- 
ments become^ more animated and

No sooner had Nelson come in 
for the purple and white at about 
the 12 minute mark of the - first 
half, than he started to use his 
deadly set shot to advantage.

Both Bloom and Fraser each tal- 
lied with three points for the Red- 
men during the tussle; ao that the 
final score read 52-38 for the Panth- 
ers. 

Moving on to Burlington on Sat- 
urday, the Redmen were determin- 
ed to break even In the weekend 
of activities, but the Vermont Cata- 
mounts had Just a little loo much 
polish in their passing and shooting 
for the McGill squad. To give some 
Indication of the strength of the 
Vermont quintet, it was learned 
that they had defeated the Yale 
five, the previous Wednesday by the 
score of 61-59; and knowing how 
"loaded" the latter team is,- it does 
not take Vfry long to figure out 
the comparative power of the Bur- 
lington team. 

Coming forth with one of the 
smoothest passing combinations 
seen In a long time, the Cata- 
mounts led by the first five ktring- 
ers of Larry Killick, Henderson, 
Bob Jake, Kotlarczyk, and Living- 
ston had little trouble in disposing 
of the Redmen. Of the total of 65 
points amassed by the Green and 
Gold team, this sharp shooting 
first line garnered 53 markers. 

The McGill squad . opened the 
scoring with a field goal by Roth, 
but this lead was short-lived as 
the Catamounts went ahead to 
notch H points before the Red and 
White were able to hit the scoring 
brackets again. Time and again, 
Killick and Jake dented the twine 
with seemingly Imposilble shots, 
while their teammate ' Henderson 
also did considerable aeoring to 
bring his total for the game to 16 
points.

Redmen Gain 14-1 Victory 
Against Tricolor Seven; 
Mahon Tallies Five Goals

The McGill Senior Water Polo Team at 9.45 p.m. on Saturday night won the Intercolleg- 
iate Title for the 23rd time in 29 years.

Bridge Tournament 
Barring of Negro 
Is Protested 



Toronto, Dec. 16. — (C.U.P.) — 
University of Toronto students met 
last week lo protest the barring ol 
a negro student from a bridge tour- 
nament held at Hart House and to 
recommend that a University com- 
mltiee to investigate racial discrimi- 
nation be set up. 

The motion to set up this com- 
mittee was Introduced by the Presi- 
dent of the U. of T. students' coun- 
cil and seconded by the chairman of 
the ex-service committee. , . 

Professor George Tatham, who 
•ddressed the meeting, said that the 
last two wars would have tjeen 
iought in vain if racial intolerance 
were allowed to continue, . 

"This student, was not Insulted 
•lone," he said. "We too were in^ 
•ulied . . , ii \i our duty to fight 
this subversive fifth column in our 
midst, and we \yill be fighting not 
for Negroes, Jews and Japanese, 
but for ourselves." 

Motions passed at the meeting re- 
commended that: 

1. All fraternities practising racial 
dlKrimination be blacklisted and 
fraternities be asked to Insert anti- 
discrimination clauses' in their con- 
atitutions. 

3. Connections between the' Ath- 
letic Association and the Toronto 
Ski Club be severed If discrimina- 
tory clauses were found in the ski 
club's constitution, and that the 
practice of asking for applicant's 
religion be Investigated. 

3. The committee asked v^y ap- 
plications for university entrance 
asked the ^religious denomination 
of th«^|)^p$lîéants. 

Sevenl'péople objected, that f rat- 
amities .eould not be censured be- 
cause^ej^jjjWjm re- 
eognized^'nïîetmivenity aiid that 
individual chapta^Hiadj little* con- 
trol over the ch'uieri*Vt their frat- 
ernities. 

"^Some people were . unable to 
sleep because they were worrying 
about the eastern borders of 
Poland, the plebiscite in Greece or 
the Hindu-Moslem riots but the 
tame people were not prepared to 
do anything about anti-Semitism or 
racial intolerance In general," sai(l 
Professor Tatham.
